Beer—3.2 per cent alcohol by 
weight, 4 per cent by volume—became 
legal one minute after midnight to- 
day in 19 states and the District of 
Columbia, Celebrations, however, were 
not boisterous, as the brewery wagons 
in most cities did not begin to roll 
until early morning. 

Wine of the same strength, although 
legalized by congress along with beer, 
received scant attention in the legis- 
lative and municipal control plans. 

The states in which the sale of 3.2 
brew is permitted are: Arizona, Cal- 
ifornia, Colorado, Delaware, Illinois, 
Indiana, Kentucky, Maryland, Minne- 
sota, Missouri, Montana, Nevada, 
New Jersey, New York, Ohio, Oregon, 
Pennsylvania, Washington and Wis- 


consin, 

In seven other states beer can be 
sold after these dates: April 15, 
Louisiana; May 1, Vermont 
North Carolina; May 18, Wyoming: 
June 9. West Virginia; June 30, 
Maine; North Dakota, July 1. 

The states in which no plans have 
been made or completed for the sale 
are: Alabama, Arkansas, Connecticut, 
Florida, Georgia. Idaho, lowa, 
Kansas, Massachusetts, Michigan, 
Mississippi, Nebraska, New Hamp- 
shire, New Mexico, Oklahoma, Rhode 
Island, South Carolina, South Dako- 
ta. Tennessee, Texas, Utah and Vir- 
ginia. 

In some of these states beer bills 
had been defeated; in others they are 
pending. 

The nation's thiee largest cities wel- 
comed the return of lawful brew with 
enthusiastic crowds and a general loos- 
ening of the elbow joint in 
restaurants, night clubs and private 
homes. 

River craft and factory whistles 
sounded a “prosit’ as New Yorkers 
tramped through the rain in search of 
places where legal beer was ready. 
Most of the larger hotels waited for 


the 6 a. m. deadline set by brewers | 


but some hostelries had beer on tap 
from non-organization breweries. A 
keg of near beer was formally buried 
in a Broadway sewer while the 
“mourners” alternated between funeral 
dirges and drinking songs.

INT AKRON CRASH 


Open Congressional In- 
vestigation To Supple- 
ment Naval Cour t’s 
Study of Aerial Tragedy 


WASHINGTON, April 6.—(4)—A 


committee of congress jumped ahead 


of the navy today to sift the mea- 
gerly known facts of the tragedy of 
the Akron in a public investigation 
which will start tomorrow with the 
three survivors as witnesses. 

This sudden decision to take the 
lead was made by a house naval com- 
mittee after talking in a secret ses- 
sion to Lieutenant Commander Her- 
bert V. Wiley, lone remaining officer 
of the Leviathan of the skies. 

The meeting took place just after 
Wiley had shed new light on the dis- 
aster which early Tuesday destroyed 
the airship off the Jersey coast with 
appalling loss of life, and also while 
plans were afoot to have the Akron 
investigation taken over by members 
not connected with any navy inter- 
ests. 

“We propose,” said Representative 
Vinson, democrat, Georgia, chairman 
of the house group, “to investigate 
every phase of the accident as well 
as look into the military and com- 
mercial value of airships. 

“It will be an open investigation 
from top to bottom with all witnesses 
under oath. 

“If witnesses who know things will 
not appear voluntarily we will ask 
the house for authority to demand 
their presence by subpoena,”

Is Launched in South 


L. & N. and N., C. & St. L. Lines Expected 
To Act if Southern’s Application for 
14 Cent Fare Is Granted. 


Railroad rate warfare 
Thursday in the south with ex- 
perimental rates for the heavy artil- 
lery as the Southern Railway Sys- 
tem filed an application with the in- 
terstate commerce commission in 
Washington for permission to apply 
one-and-a-half-cent day coach rates to 
lines in the territory of the Louis- 
ville & Nashville and Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga & St. Louis, which are oper- 
ating on a temporary rate of two 
cents a mile. 

Altough without authority to speak 
for executive heads of the roads, local 
offices of the Louisville & Nashville 
and the N., C. St. L. railroads 
said that if the Southern application 
for experimental rates is adopted their 
roads probably will follow suit and 
seek to drop from their temporary rate 
of two cents to the new one-and-a- 
half-cent rate. 

“Our road started the rate reduc- 
tions, and we certainly will not be 
outdistanced by any other road,” was 
the comment of an L. & N. passenger 
office spokesman. “But, the entire 
matter is being handled by our presi- 
dent personally.” 

Passenger officials of the A. & W. 
P. and the Georgia railroads, which 
have joined in the’ two-cents-a-mile 
rate, said that they did not know what 
action will be taken by their roads 
when and if the Southern application 
is granted, because “the Southern does 
not compete with our lines.” 

Adoption of experimental lower 
rates by the rail carriers was seen 48 
an aggressive fight of the railroads 
against motor bus competition. The 
two-cent rates of the L. & N. and 
other lines went into effect April 1. 

The petition of the Southern, filed 
by the office of E. N. Aiken, Atlanta, 
assistant passenger traffic manager, 
was taken under consideration by the 
interstate commission. The railway

Cotton Pushes Up 45 to 


50 Cents a Bale as 
Wheat Reaches New 
Year’s Highs.

CHICAGO, April 6.—(4)—Grains 
paced all financial and commodity 
markets into higher ground today. 

A booming rise at the very outset 
of trading carried most grain prices 
to the highest levels for nearly a 
year, and advances from that stage 
were nly of a minor character. 

Talk of currency inflation by a 
eroup of industrialists, and reports of 
freezing temperatures in Kansas 
where the wheat crop has already been 
reported seriously curtailed by un- 


favorable weather brought buyers to} 


the grain pits in a hurry. 

Opening transactions found wheat 
as much as 1 1-4 cents a bushel high- 
er than yesterday’s vigorous rise with 
corn 1 t-2 cents up. September wheat 
contracts later crawled up almost 2 
cents above yesterday to a peak of 
60 1-8 sents a bushel, the highest price 
paid ‘or wheat in many months, 

A single car of No. 2 red wheat 
sold in the cask grain market for 63 
cents a bushel the highest cash price 
paid in Chivago since March, 19382. 

Security markets felt the pull of 
grains and also scored a sharp rise 
early, advancing 1 to 3 points. Later, 
however, stocks quietly tapered off 
and many gains were halved.  Is- 
sues of companies that produce raw 
materials held up well in the reac- 
tions from top levels. 

Rails were quiet, chiefly because 
bullish news on grains, especially 
wheat, mean: -smaller wheat ship- 
ments. Farm implements,” metal, 
food, rubber and steel stocks were 
fairly strong 

Cotton prices pushed up with the 
grains, heavy buying or@ers and cov- 
ering sales by short operators en- 
abling it to finish with net gains of 
45 to 50 cents a bale, as it did yes- 
terday. 

A atronger tone was noted in sugar 
and coffee, hoth commodities encoun- 
tering good buying. 

Grains receded at the close from 
the day’s peak prices, but held well 
above yesterday's final quotations.

WASHINGTON, April 6.—(?)— 
By a margin of 23 votes, the senate 
today passed and sent to the house 
one of the most drastic legislative at- 
tempts ever made to overcome ma- 
chine age unemployment problems—a 
bill limiting labor in manufacturing 
industries to five days a week and six 
hours a day. 

The measure, sponsored by Senator 
Black, democrat, Alabama, and ap- 
proved 53 to 30, would take effect 30 
days after enactment and remein~in™ 
operation for two years. 
_Democratie leaders would not pre- 
dict what President Roosevelt's atti- 
tude might be, but they did expect the 
measure to be modified in the house, 
if taken up there, probably to make 
the work week 36 hours. 

Mr. Roosevelt was reported to he 


withholding any decision on the legis- 
lation pending*further study of the 


form in which it passed the senate. 
Modification Defeated, 

The modification to 36 hours was 
Proposed today by Senator Robinson, 
of Arkansas, the democratic leader. 
but it was beaten, 48 to 40, with 35 
democrats, 12 republicans and 1 
farmer-labor voting against it. 

Robinson had predicted the 36-hour 
week would be acceptable to the pres- 
ident. 

The house cannot take up the meas¢ 
ure until next week, as it recessed to- 
day until Monday. Speaker Rainey 
has said the house would not con- 
sider it unless it were made part of 
the president’s emergency program, 
but Senator Black. who has conferred 
with Mr. Roosevelt on the subject, is 
confident that body will take it up.

tled courtroom today and denied that 
she was ever assaulted by eight ne 
groes who are on trial for attacking 
her and another white girl. 

“No, sir.” said Ruby when Samuel 
S. Leibowitz, of New York, chief of 
defense counsel, asked “Were you at- 
tacked aboard the freight train that 
afternoon ?”’ 

The girl—missing since February 27 
—appeared just as the defense pre- 
pared to rest its case in behalf of 
Heywood Patterson, 19-year-old Chat- 
tanooga negro and the first defendant 
to face retrial here. ‘ 

She said she had been in New York, 
where she met Dr. Harry Emerson 
Fosdick, pastor of the Riverside Bap- 
tist chure She told the minister her 
story. she testified, and he sent her 
to Birmingham to see Dr. Charles 
Clingman, rector of the Episcopal 
Church of the Advent. 

And then she came here and told 
from the stand a dramatic story, 
sordid but gripping, of her adventures. 

Ruby testified against the negroes 
im their first trial at Scottsboro. She 


\said then she was assaulted, 


she said today. 

Mrs. Victoria Price, who says she 
was with Ruby and was attacked as 
they hoboed a freight train, was in 
the courtroom when the girl entered. 
She has testified against Patterson. 

Through a long cross-examination 
dnring which at times she was ob- 
viously flustered and hesitated on 
some questions, she reiterated that 
she was not attacked. 

“I can’t remember,” she replied to 
several questions propounded by At- 
torney-General Thomas E. Knight Jr.. 
particularly the surname of a woman 
for whom she said she worked while 
in New York. “Marguerite, is all 1 
remember,” she said.

View Army Day Pageant

A Few Basic Principles and Direc- 
tions in Stewing Meats. 

A stew is in reality a delicious re- 
past, but to most people it is pain- 
fully wholesome, and little more can 
be said to its credit. That is be- 
cause so few women know how to 
make it correctly. 

The first principle in stew mak- 
ing is to sear the meat. This may 
be done by pouring boiling water over 
it, or bv browning it in a hot frying 
pan. The purpose of this preliminary 
searing is to seal the juices in the 
meat fibers. The searing coagulates 
or hardens the soluble protein, which 
then retains the juices by locking 
them up in fibrous pockets. 

The second principle in stew mak- 
ing is long, slow cooking, below the 
boiling point. Hard, fast cooking at 
boiling temperature ruins the meat, 
makes it stringy, tough and unap- 
petizing. 

The third principle is correct and 
varied seasoning by means of herbs, 
spices and methods of preparation. 

Use Inexpensive Cuts of Meat. 

The shoulder or chuck, the shank, 
the shortribs and the round make 
good beef stew meats. Out of these 
cuts are made brown beef stew, Span- 
ish stew, Hungarian beef stew and 
all of the various Swiss steak com- 
binations, as well as chop suey. 

The breast of lamb or the shoulder, 
as well as the neck, properly cut, 
make delicious lamb stews. The same 
cuts are used for veal stew. 

From pork shoulder or trimmings is 
made the usual chop suey, the pre- 
ferred type being the pork chop suey. 

Veal Stew. 

Two pounds veal breast or shoulder, 
8 medium-sized potatoes, sliced -or 
cubed, 2 medium-sized onions, sliced or 
whole; 2 cups chopped or sliced car- 
rots, 4 tablespoons flour. 

Cut the fat from the meat into 
cubes, place in the stewing kettle 
and heat it. Cut the meat in small 
portions and brown it in the hot fat, 
searing well on all sides, taking about 
10 minutes for the process. Add 
enough hot wetter to just cover the 
meat. Cook at simmering temperature 
one-half hour. 

Then add the carrots and onions, 
and enough hot water to cover them 
if it has previously cooked away. Cook 
until meat is almost tender, at sim- 
mering point, then half hour before 
fully done add the potatoes. 

Make a paste of the flour and an 
equal amount of cold water, then thin 
to the pouring consistency and add to 
Cook 5 minutes to thicken. 


last minute before serving add 2 


‘cup flour, diluted with cold water to 
a paste. 

Cut the lamb into serving portions, 
place in stewing kettle and cover with 
boiling water. Cook slowly, simmer- 
ing, about two hours, or until tender. 
At the ena of the first hour, add the 
carrots and turnips and onion; 15 
minutes before serving add the thinly- 
sliced potatoes. When done, thicken 
the gravy with the flour and water 


paste. Season with salt and pepper 
and serve with tiny dumplings if de- 


sired. 
Hungarian Beef Stew. 

Two pounds of lean beef, cut in 
small pieces, and sprinkled with salt, 
pepper and vinegar.

Add the inese veg- 
etables and the soy sauce, and the 
thickening mixed with the cold wa- 
ter. Cook 5 minutes, then serve im- 
mediately with steamed rice. Serve 
soy sauce with the chop suey.

WASHINGTON, April 6.—(®#)— 
Criticism and protests from members 
of congress and others contributed to 


a decision tonight to place the task} 


of selecting members of the conserva- 
tion corps in tbe hands of state em- 
ployment officials. 

Robert Fechner, director of the 
Roosevelt conservation project, said 
the labor department will depend on 
the state agencies to recruit men after 
selection of the first contingent of 
25,000 who will begin entering condi- 
tioning army camps tomorrow. Each 
state will be asked ultimately to sup- 
ply a quota in proporation of its 
population. 

“The labor department will consult 
with the state official having the ad- 
ministration of unemployment relief 
in the respective states, and will ar- 
range for the selection of men from 
the lists of applicants for work and 
for other assistance which already 
exist in every state of the union,” 
Fechner said in a statement. 

In selecting the first contingent nu- 
merous agencies, including city relief 
organizations, were authorized to con- 
tribute quotas, Four organizations in 
Baltimore were invited to enlist men.

On all sides, as the festivities be- 
gan, the note of “no untoward cele- 
brations,” “no rowdyism” was 
sounded.

In New York city, where 400,000 
barrels of beer were ready to roll out

FARM AID ISSUE 


IS BEFORE SENATE 


Major Unit of Roosevelt 
‘Recovery’ Program To 
Be Considered Today. 


WASHINGTON, April 6.—(4)— 
Farm relief, one of the basic points 
in President Roosevelt's recovery 


program, today became the senate’s 
pending business, with debate’ to 
start tomorrow and leaders hopeful 
of passage within a week. 

On the motion of Chairman Smith, 
democrat, South Carolina, of the agri- 
culture committee, the broad price- 
lifting and mortgage help bill, a 
part of which already has passed the 
house, was brought formally up for 
consideration and will remain before 
the senate until final action is 
taken. 

Senator Robinson, of Arkansas. 
the democratic Jeader, hopes for the 
final ballot by Wednesday. 

Approval is considered certain by 
friends and foe alike, and opponents 
conceded privately they could not 
muster enough votes to defeat it, al- 
though several will seek approval of 
amendments. 

Among these were two substitute 
proposals of Frazier, republican, 
North Dakota, and Carey, republican. 
Wyoming. 

Frazier will offer as a substitute 
for the %2,000,000,000 bond issue 
mortgage relief plan his proposal for 
federal refinancing farm debts at 
1 1-2 per cent interest, through cur- 
renecy expansion, 

The Hyde-Hoover land leasing pro- 
posal advanced in the dying hours of 
the Jast congress will be proposed as 
a substitute by Carey for sections 
of the bill giving Secretary Wallace 
power to attempt to lift farm prices 
to the 1909-1914 level throngh the 
domestic allotment plan and a cot-

PLEADS INSANITY 


Woman Carried From 
Witness Stand in State 
of Near Collapse. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fila., April 6.— 
(P)—-In tones scarcely audible, Mrs.

WASHINGTON, April 6.—(4)—A 
feleral ban on loans to governments 
in default to America or its citizens 
was recommended to the senate today 
by its judiciary committee in a formal 
report on the Johnson bill while the 
administration’s stringent securities 
hill forged ahead in congressional com- 
mittees, 

aseage of the Johnson bill, spon- 
sored by the California republican-in- 
dependent, which would prohibit sale 
in this country of obligations of de- 
faulting governments, was urged by 
the judiciary committee as “a meas- 
ure of simple justice for the protec- 
tion of the American investor and the 
American people generally.” 

tefore the senate banking commit- 
tee, Robert E. Healy, counsel for the 
federal trade commission, cited com- 
mission disclosures in its public utili- 
ties investigation and advocated the 
sdministration bill to regulate do- 
mestic stock and bond issues. 

The house interstate commerce com- 

mittee considered the administration 
hill in executive session, with the hope 
it eould be reported to the floor next 
week, The senate committee continues 
its hearings tomorrow. 
Johnson's bill, an aftermath of the 
senate finance committee investigation 
of the flotation of foreign issues in 
the United States, was considered by 
the judiciary committee as justified 
by that inquiry and necessary “on 
behalf of the American people.” 

In the committee report, chairman 
Achurst said that the investigation 
was “so recent and its results so as- 
tonishing that apparently nothing 
more need he done in demonstrating 
the necessity for legislation upon the 
subject.”

“Moreover, much that has occurred 
since that investigation, in the mat- 
ter of obligations due to the United 
States government from certain for- 
eign governments emphasizes not only 
the justice of the measure but its 
necessity, 

“It wonld he unjust to permit the 
further sale of securities of a default- 
ing government,,the sale of whose se- 
curities heretofore in this country have 
brought distressing loss upon our peo- 
ple, or the offering for sale of the 
bonds and obligations of a_ foreign 
country able to pay its obligations to 
Sur own government but repudiating 
its solemn agreements.” 

Ashurst said the legislation was 
designed “to curb the rapacity of 
those engaged in the sale of foreign 
obligations, and as an admonition to 
governments able to pay but which 
nevertheless repudiate their written 
engagements.” 

Healy suggested revisions in the ad- 
ministration securities bill, which puts 
the power largely in the hands of the 
.trade commission. 

His recommendations were based on 
evidence during the utility inquiry, 
in which he was a central figure, and 
which he said showed evasion of state 
stock laws. He reviewed evidence of 
stock, over-capitalization, alleged 
practices of subsidiary 
holding companies and other utility 
corporation tactics.

‘New Propellor ‘Umbrella’ Protects 
Planes in Flight From Ice Peril

ITHACA, N. Y¥., April 6.—(#)—An | 
ice umbrella for propellors, a device 


| said to overcome the last remaining 


ice peril for airplanes, was announced 
at Cornell. University. 

This umbrella shields the hub of the

It projects slightly in 
front of the propellor. 

In flight, ice that ordinarily gath- 
ers on the whirling hub does not form 
there at all, but all collects on the 
umbrella. The danger is not from the 
ice on or directly in front of the hub, 
but the danger is that because of this 
hub ice spreads both directions out- 
ward along the whirling blades.

These overshoes now have been under 
test for three winters, and in tonight’s 
report Dr. Geer said that 10 mail 
planes used them in the past winter. 

The overshoes are pneumatic cover- 
ings, that automatically inflate and 
deflate, and they are also impregnated 
so that ice broken by the pulsing may 
slip off more readily. 

"Dr. Geer said that the device for 
keeping ice off the propellors has also 
been used in mail plane flight and 
“has been quite successful.”

FOR U.S, APRIL 15 


Roosevelt, Receiving Brit- 
on’s Acceptance, Invites 
Other Nations to Meet. 


By F. G. VOSBURGH. 


WASHINGTON, April 6.—(4)—A 
fateful gathering of European states- 
men at Washington in coming days 
was in the making tonight as Presi- 
dent Roosevelt called for ‘realistic 
action” to help the world, and Prime 
Minister Ramsay MacDonald, of 
Great Britain, the first to come, sent 
word he would sail for New York a 
week from Saturday. 

Broad plans on the part of the 
president aimed at solving the world’s 
greatest ills by personal conversa- 
tions with the chieftains of the lead- 
ing nations took on definite shape 
with information from a high official 
quarter that France already has been 
approached on the matter of sending 
special representatives here and that 
a formal invitation will be sent to 
Paris soon. 

From the same authoritative source 
came disclosures that German and 
Italian spokesmen also will be wel- 
comed here and that the Roosevelt 
administration will be glad to receive 
the representatives of any govern- 
ment which sincerely desires to dis- 
cuss means of starting the world on 
the upward economic road. 

French Are Invited. 

President Roosevelt has told Am- 
bassador Paul Claudel he would be 
glad to receive any French official 
figure who might find it possible to 
come over to join in the preparations 
for the world economic conference in 
London this summer, and to discuss 
finding a way out of the present 


In this connection the names of 
Premier Daladier and former Pre- 
mier Herriot have been mentioned un- 
officially. 

As to Italy and Germany, no direct 
invitation has been extended yet, but 
Norman H. Davis, Mr.. Roosevelt’s 
special “ambassador abroad, left Paris 
tonight for Berlin, and Secretary Cor- 
dell Hull conferred today with Am- 
bassador Augusto Russo, of Italy. 

Another possibility is a visit by 
Prime Minister Bennett, of Canada, 
President Roosevelt having expressed 
to the Canadian minister some time 
ago the hope that the chief of his 
government could visit Washington. 

Almost as fast as a message could 
be relayed through the embassy here, 
and cabled across the Atlantic, Mac- 
Donald today accepted the president’s 
invitation, although indicating that 
he could be in this country but five 
or six days. 

Reason for Conferences. 

The purpose of the visit as stated 
by the president in his invitation 
was the “need for making further 
progress toward practical, disarma- 
ment’ and the fact that preparations 
for the world economic conference 
“are entering a =more_ intensive 
stage.” 

No mention was made in either the 
invitation or reply of the controver- 
sial subject of war debts which the 
British as well as other nations are 
seeking to revise.

All foreign correspondents in 
Germany have been warned that 
they would be expelled from the 
country if they sent out reports in- 
imical to the nazi government, and 
their refusal to abide by this gag 
rule has culminated in the threat 
issued by Hitler to the Foreign 
Press Association. 

In the long run, the German peo- 
ple will be the greatest sufferers 
from the nazi reign of terror de- 
scribed by Van Paassen, and other 
foreign correspondents, and the in- 
timidations attempted by Hitler and 
his followers will make matters 
worse instead of better. 

Any country with the united 
Jewry of the world against it is at 
a decided disadvantage, and any na- 
tion that refuses to accept contri- 
butions to its cultural, educational 
and economic life from its Jewish 
inhabitants is placing a _ serious 
handicap upon its progress and. de- 
velopment.

He admitted that nothing could be 
done about it. That in fact is the 
tragedy of the situation.

It would be welcomed with glee by 
the brutal dagger-artists who are 
strangling a great European pation 
at present. Not only is resistance fu- 
tile. It would also be unworthy. For 
him who does not believe in violence, 
who rejects it utterly, it is unthink- 
able to employ the weapons of his op- 
ponent. Jt is better to go under in 
a fight against injustice than to down 
it by resorting to violence.

Throughout the world there are men 
and women who sympathize with them 
in this hour of their distiess.

The third member of the trium- 
virate of “merchant princes” is Percy 
S. Straus, who yesterday succeeded 
Jesse Isidor Straus as president of 
R. H. Macy & Co. The latter re- 
signed to take over the French am- 
bassadorship. 

Herbert Nathan Straus was the 
youngest of the three sons of Isidor 
and Ida Blun Straus, who were lost 
in the Titanic disaster in 1912, 

Following his graduation from Har- 
vard in 1903 he started work in R. H. 
Macy & Co.. then a partnership of 
his father and his uncle, the late 
Nathan Straus, as a stock boy. 


When Macy’s was incorporated in 
1919 he became secretary-treasurer, 
and when the company acquired inter- 
ests in the Davison-Paxon store in 
Atlanta and in LaSalle & Koch Com- 
pany in Toledo, he was made a di- 
rector of each 

With the acquisition of Macy’s of 
the Bamberger stere in Newark, he be- 
came president of that unit. 

His friendship for Franklin D. 
Rovusevelt resulted in his becoming a 
trustee of the Georgia Warm Springs 
Foundation several years ago. 


He already had diverged from the 
democratie trend of his family, how- 
ever, by supporting Herbert Hoover 
for the presidency. In 1928, he was 
elected treasurer of the New York 
state republican committee and served 
for two years. He was one of the New 
York delegates who nominated Mr. 
Hoover at Kansas City, and in De- 
cember of last year he was made 
treasurer of the republican New York 
mayoralty committee for 1935. 

Music and _ philanthrophy were 
among his avocations. He participated 
in the joint gift by the three Straus 
brothers of a dormitory to Harvard 
College, in memory of their father, 
and a professorship in the graduate 
school of business administration at 
Harvard. He and Mrs. Straus, who 
survives him, gave a new library to 
Milton Academy at Milton, Mass, 

As a patron of music and art, he 
collected valuable instruments, among 
them Stradivarii, and in 1928 he and 
Mrs. Straus presented to the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art five folio vol- 
umes of engravings of the works of 
Watteau. His home contained numer- 
ous art works. With himself playing 
the violin cello, he organized a string 
quartet which met regularly at his 
home until recently. 

Aside from Mrs. Straus, «ao is the 
former Therese Kuhn, of New York, 
and his two brothers, he leaves three 
sons, Edward Kuhn Straus, a stu- 
dent in the Harvard business school;

“IT have agreed to call the public 
mass meeting because so many hun- 
dreds of citizens have requested that 
they given some opportunity to 
make known their views on the pro- 
posed legalization of beer,” Mr. Arnold 
said. “Numerous movements have 
been started but there has been no 
concerted action. J believe that some 
concerted action may be mapped at a 
public mass meeting.” ; 

Though the governor was silent on 
this angle of the case, there were a 
large number of observers Thursday 
who admitted that there was little 
possibility of the extra session being 
called because it might necessitate the 


governor laying before the senate the 


nominations for posts he is to fill 
later, and it is generally agreed that 
the chief executive does not desire to 
make known these appointments until 
a few days before they are to take 
office. 

Under the law, the governor must 
send to the senate for confirmation 
the names of all appointees who are 
to take office within eight emonths 
following the close of the session. Al- 
though it does not specifically say 
that these appointments may be con- 
sidered either in a regular or a spe- 
cial session, students of constitutional 
law were divided in their opinion on 
whether or not they would have to be 
sent to a special session. All agreed, 
however, that it was possible that 
they would have to be sent to the spe- 
cial session. The governor, it is 
known, is particularly anxious not to 
reveal the man he intends to place in 
the office of chairman of the state 
highway commission on January 1 
until the time comes for that man 
to take office. 

It appeared certain that if the ses- 
sion is to be called it would have to 
be concluded before May 1 to suit the 
governor’s wishes, and, as he has said 
he sees no need for an immediate ses- 
sion, it is believed unlikely that he 
will change his views so suddenly that 
he will have time to call the session 
and get it over with by May 1. 

The governor’s form letter to those 
writing him on the beer session fol- 
lows: : 

“I thank you very much for your 
communication of recent date. 

“W eare having so many letters on 
the subject of beer and an extraor- 
dinary session of the legislature, that 
it is impossible for us to write indi- 
vidual letters in reply to these, for 
which reason we are using this form 
letter. 

“T do not think that there are any 
developments at present necessitating 
any immediate call of a session of the 
legislature. 

“IT do not believe that we should 
‘cross bridges’ before we get to them. 
When conditions arise that require 
immediate action, that will be time 
enough to decide what is the proper 
course to pursue.”

FRANKLIN WOULD INSIST 


Nowhere in the report was there 
the slightest suggestion that anything 
was amiss before the ship ran into 
the storm. Wiley minutely reported 
each development of the flight, from 
his vantage point in the control cabin. 

This report, combined with radioed 
flashes from the fleet of vessels and 
aircraft searching for survivors, fur- 
nished so far the only clues for in- 
vestigation.

Thinks Big Airships Can 
WithstandWorst Storms 
If Well Handled.

April 6.—The disaster to the ioiese 
ican navy dirigible, the Akron. has 
moved me more deeply than almost. 
any event I have ever known in the 
history of aeronautics. I mourn the 
loss of all my good friends—the_effi- 
cient comrades who went down with 
the airship. 


In my first contemplation of the 
horror, [ felt as though all the plans 
whereunto I had consecrated my life's 
work had been flung to destruction in 
the frightful plunge of the Akron. 

For if this good airship—and it was 
a good one—couldn’t be saved by an 
efficient crew—and it was an efficient 
crew—from crashing into the sea even 
in an unusual gale, how could we 
find courage to strive for a realiza- 
tion of an oversea passenger service? 

It must be possible to make air- 
ships safe when confronted with ver- 
tical movements of windgusts and 
thunderstorms, or we must renounce 
passenger air service. 


Proves Dependability. 


I believed through my trips in the 
Graf Zeppelin, which outrode the most 
appalling storms, I had proved that 
safe in any 
weather. Does this catastrophe now 
prove the opposite? 


As I understand Commander Wi- 
ley’s account of the disaster, the 
Akron was forced down when she first 
entered gusty weather. Whether this 
happened through the heavy rainload 
on her body or a downward wind cur- 
rent and downward inclination of the 
nose is not clearly evident from the 
reports now available. But it is 
clearly stated that the ship could be 
raised to its original altitude by cast- 
ing off ballast. I never expected oth- 
erwise, since a downward gust does 
not penetrate towards the ocean but 
must gradually be converted into a 
horizontal movement and the raivload 
has reached the maximum amount 
which can be carried dynamically. 


Then followed a second headlong 
pitch of the airship which could not 
he halted, but continued until the ship 
crashed into the ocean. 

Why couldn't this second fall be 
avoided? 

I find one outstanding difference: 
In the first instance, the steering gear 
of the airship was evidently intact; 
In the second instance, it was not, 

Meanwhile the side rudder broke. 
While it is true the side ruddér does 
not regulate the aititude of the air- 
ship, it is not only possible but the 
most probable thing that the broken 
side rudder somehow impeded the 
control and the effect of the hori- 
zontal rudder. 

So the downward diving ship could 
not regain altitude sufficiently quick- 
ly enough, and struck the water. 

It is very likely that the craft got 
out of control and became headheavy 
ee to the casting off of bal- 
ast. 

One might ask: “Why did the side 
rudder break?” 

I should sav that, if such a situ- 
ation oceurred. one would make a 
point of reducing speed when the 
weather became too turbulent. In the 


first place, the rudders and stabiliza-’ 


tion fins would he  wunderstressed : 
secondly, the eraft would be much 
less unstable than when a ship was 
forging nhead at full speed through 
a vertical gust. 

Even an ocean liner decreases its 
speed when high seas are running.

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CURRENCY IN U. 3. 
IS AMPLY BACKED 


Reserve Officials Declare 
Notes Bulwarked by 73 
Per Cent Gold Base. 


WASHINGTON, April 6.—(4)—A 
circulating currency that  is_ bul- 
warked by a 73 per cent gold base 
is the answer Uncle Sam can give 
to any charges that this country has 
embarked “6n a program of issuing 
unsound money. 

This fact’ is embodied in statistics 
of the federal reserve board covering 
the condition of the 12 Federal Re- 
serve banks during the week ended 
April 5. ’ 

The statement showed that in re- 
sponse to the president's call for a 
segregation of gold a total of $3,2738,- 
837,000 had been restored to the 
treasury and its agencies, bringing 
the total of such reserves to their 
highest point since August, 1931. The 
total, $2,651,884,000, was held ex- 
clusively against federal reserve 
notes. 

Against this gold reserve the gov- 
ernment had outstanding a total of 
$3,644,137,000 of federal reserve 
notes in actual circulation, while 
only $15,930,000 of the new federal 
reserve bank notes, constituting the 
much-discussed “new money,” was in 
actual circulation. Thus far, only 
five of the 12 regional banks have 
availed themselves of the new cur- 
rency which is backed by “sound as- 
sets.” 

The week's influx represented a 
gain of $42,071,000 of the precious 
metal during the week, and a total 
return of $595,298,000 since the call 
went out early last month for its 
muster.

ed ‘that the monetary gold stocks of 
the country had increased $11,000,000 
during the week to a total of $4,283,- 
000,000, or roughly 37 per cent of 
the world’s estimated total of $11,- 
600,000,000. The level, however, was 
$113,000,000 less than for the same 
week of last year. 

A further restoration of normal 
banking activities, and dehoarding, 
brought money in circulation down 
$92,000,000 during the week to a total 
of $6.261,000,000, which is $1,277.- 
000,000 less than the peak reached 
during the banking crisis early in 
March. 

Attorney-General Cummings said no 
attempt has yet been made to deter- 
mine what action the justice depart- 
ment might take after May 1, the end 
of the period fixed by President 
Roosevelt for turning in gold and gold 
certificates. 

“I wont assume people will not 
obey the law,’’ Cummings said. “What 
we decide to do after May 1 will de- 
pend on conditions at that time.”

Reversing Sound Theory 


There has recently grown up a 
small cult of players, fortunately cen- 
tered mostly in New York, who are 
making a practice of reversing the 
principle, adhered to for years by all 
Bridge players, that greater strength 
is required for an Opening bid in 
third or fourth position, after partner 
has passed, than in the position of 
first or second to speak. The. time- 
honored theory is based upon the 
sound principle that the purpose of 
the auction in Contract is to dis- 
close strength. If a player has a 
bid, he makes it, provided, of course, 
no other player has already spoken, 
and his very failure to bid under these 
conditions clearly suggests that he 
does not have the strength to justify 
the making of a bi 

The illogical theory, followed by 
some Contract players, of passiug 
very strong hands in first or second 
position and opening weak ones Third 
or Fourth Hand does not pay in the 
long run in Rubber Bridge, and as- 
suredly not in Duplicate. An _ in- 
teresting example of the fallacy of 
passing Opening bids occurred in one 
of the r°cent sessions of the Eastern 
Pair Championship in New York city.

Here is a 12-inch block that is 
really a nine-ratch. The squares are 
assembled by piecing the triangles. 
|The hourglass type of block goes 


back to the days when patterns were 
made by folding paper and snipping 
off a bit with the scissors—folding 
another time and snipping some more.

I asked him why it was that a 
golfer who could call his shots in 
this fashion couldn’t do the same in 
a championship. 

“They are two entirely different 
games,’ the wanderer said. “You 
have enough to think about in a 
championship without adding to the 
complications. In playing so many 
trick shots—called shots—I have to 
vary my methods of swinging. What 
you need in a championship test is 
one sound method of hitting the ball. 

“Few outsiders ever know the hard 
mental strain of a championship 
It calls for unbroken concen- 
tration, hour after hour, and you 
can’t mix this up with anything else. 
I don’t think there is any question 
that I would have done far better in 
tournament play if I had never taken 
up trick shot golf, but I’ve had a lot 
of fun from the latter brand and 
the crowds seem to like it.” 

“What is the greatest golfing 
fault?” Joe was asked. 

“Too much tension, stiffness and 
overtrying,” Kirkwod said. 

“The average golfer never gives 
himself a chance to get a good swing 
started. He is tied up in too many 
knots. His muscles are usually locked 
through a combination of anxiety and 
desire in hitting the ball. This re- 
stricts the speed of the club head and 
also kills its proper direction. 

“Golf isn’t an easy game, but I’m 
thankful it isn’t so hard as most golf- 
ers make it with the extra trouble 
they throw in. They might figure 
that it would be an easier game if 
they played it easier.” 

At any rate, there are more than 
a few golfers now around who would 
like to have Joe Kirkwood's job of 
traveling from 60,000 to 70,000 miles 
a year where the main idea is to rap 
one down the fairway. There are

Monument to Dog ‘Calculator’ 
Raised by Fort Benning Garrison 


FORT BENNING, Ga., April 6.— 

-——Visiting generals, casual sight- 
seers, all who come to this big army 
post join in common pilgrimage to 
the grave of a little dog on whose 
tomb is inscribed “Calculator—He 
Made Better Dogs of Us All.” 

Calculator was the beloved mascot 
of the soldiers. None knew whence 
he came. He wandered into the fort 
one day in 1921, wagged a friendly 
tail and let it be known he had come 


to stay. 

A bad injury somewhere, some time, 
had rendered one leg useless but he 
was as spry as a cricket on three. 


The soldiers said he “put down 
three and carried one,” and so they 
called him Calculator. 

He had a way about hi - that won 
hearts—laughing face, tail that never 
stopped wagging, a merry bark. 

It wasn’t long before the garrison, 
from generals to buck privates, would 
have gone without supper, if needs 
be, lest Calculator feel hunger. 

Like all good soldiers, he relished 


a little of the city’s bright lights now 
and then. ~When the men got their 
pay and went into near-by Columbus 
on short leave, the dog always was 
in the crowd. And he remained in|. 
town until the last soldier returned 
to camp. 

Calculator soon learned that offi- 
cers made a habit of congregating at 
a certain Columbus hotel. He learned 
also that officers usually drove an 
automobile which made the journey 
to camp far quicker and far easier 
than limping on three feet along a 
dusty road. 

And so he would wait at the hotel 
for a ride. The officers never forgot 
him and few would ever leave with- 
out driving by the hotel to see if 
their pet was there. 

When Calculator died in 1924, acci- 
dentally poisoned, the whole United 
States army mourned and raised a 
fund for his monument. Contribu- 
tions came from all over the world, 
from men and officers who had known 
and loved Calculator when they 
served at Benning.

DOWNER 1S GUILTY 
SAYS SECOND JURY 


Negro Sentenced To Die 
on April 28 for Attack 
Near Elberton. 


LEXINGTON, Ga., April 6.—(4)— 
John Downer, negro, today was con- 
victed for the second time of an at- 
tack on a young white woman in FI- 
bert county, and was sentenced to be 
electrocuted April 28. 

An Oglethorpe county jury delib- 
erated only about an hour before re- 
turning its verdict of guilty. 

The previous trial ir Elberton, near 
the scene of the crime and only a short 
while after it occurred, was held un- 
der protection of nationa] guardsmen. 
Downer was sentenced to death at that 
time. 

The negro carried the case into fed- 
eral court on a writ of habeas corpus, 
his attorneys alleging that they had 
been given insufficient time for prepa- 
ration of their case, and that public 
feeling, as indicated by the necessi- 
ty for the presence of national guards- 
men, operated against a fair trial. 

His release finally was ordered by 
the federal court, but he was rear- 
rested immediately. The case was 
transferred here on a change of venue. 

Only two days were required for the 
second trial. The jury was chosen 
and evidence was completed yesterday. 
leaving only the arguments of attor- 
neys and the judge’s charge to be car- 
ried out today. 

Throughout the two days the court- 
room was crowded, but the spectators 
were orderly. 

The crime occurred about two years 
ago. Downer was alleged to have 
held the woman’s escort at bay with 
a pistol while the attack was carried 
out. 


Downer, who was kept in Fulton 
tower for some time before the trial 
for safe-keeping, Thursday night was 
brought back to the Fulton jail, to 
be held pending execution of the sen- 
tence,

THOMASVILLE, Ga., April 6.—

by former officers and directors of the

ATHENS STUDENTS 
DIFFER OVER BEER 


One Group Raps ‘Beer 
Barons’ While Another 
Warns of Bootleg. 


ATHBENS, Ga., April 6.—Governor 
Eugene Talmadge’s refusal to call a 
special session of the Georgia legisla- 
ture to enact beer legislation was 
praised by one group of University of 
Georgia students tonight while an- 
other group was taking issue with 
the Athens Ministerial Association in 
opposing a beer legislature. 

The Student Better Government 
League, in resolutions, declared: “We 
hereby commend his excellency, Gov- 
ernor Eugene Talmadge, for his re- 
fusal to be stampeded by the wet press 
and the beer barons into calling a 
special session of the legislature to 
legalize and control the sale of beer 
in Georgia.” 

The other group of students, in dis- 
agreeing with the Athens Ministeria! 
Association which declared, in a com- 
munication to Governor Talmadge 
opposing a beer session, that it feels 
especially responsible for the boys 
and girls of the state, pointed out that 
as “young democrats we followed the 
leadership of Franklin D. Roosevelt © 
last November to his glorious victory. 
We see no reason why we should re- 
pudiate him now. We feel that the 
large tax revenue to be derived from 
legislation and control of beer sales 
in Georgia will help the Confederate 
veterans, our common schools and our 
higher institutions of edueation, and 
we believe the state should take 
prompt action to legalize beer, control 
its sale and reap the tax benefits in- 
stead of allowing such money to flow 
into the treasuries of other states.” 

The Student Better Government 
League, in commending the governor, 
declared Georgia is to be congratu- 
lated and “it is a matter for prayer- 
ful thanksgiving that we have a chief 
executive so well known for his ear- 
nest determination to safeguard the 
laws of the land at this crisis of our 
nation’s history, and we take this 
means to denounce the malicious 
propaganda of the liquor interests, the 
whisperings that the governor refused 
to call the session because he is 
afraid of impeachment by the legisla- 
ture.” 

In taking issue with the ministerial 
association, and its desire te pretect 
the morals of “boys and girls,” the 
other group of students declared 
“bootleg liquor and home brew, which 
is to be had in abundance, tax free, 
unregulated, is far more harmful than 
would be the beverage legalized by 
congress. The purpose of the demo- 
cratic platform was to eliminate the 
bootleg racket, and the young demo- 
crats of Georgia regard with misgiv- 
ings any steps which would aggra- 
vate such conditions, which will un- 
doubtedly follow when beer begins 
flowing into Georgia from other 
states as an illegal, unlawful and 
uncontrolled traffic.”
